Miss Klein has been in Liberia as a 


missiorary of the Lutheran church sta- 
tioned at Muhlenberg, 35 miles from 
the capita], but almost infinitely re- 
moved, she explained, from the civil- 
ization of that city. 


She said foreign consuls, when en 


their way to the interior on business, 
frequently stopped at her mission sta- 
tion, where, she said, they speak light- 
ly cf their excesses. Native womcp. 
she said, were regarded by these con- 
suls as legitimate p^ey; criminal as 
sault was common, and in many inci- 
dents unconcealed. Miss Klein do 
clared that the natives, at least in th«> 
vicinitv where she was -stationed, up 
held a high standard of morals. Infidel 
ity is punished by stoning to death 
and the natives live closely according 
to the Mosaic laws. 


The conditions she described, she

a'ly sanctions the same or not 


"The Santa Fe has been kept fully 


advised, as to the Mi reals made and 
the proposed means devised Iw certain 
lepresentatives of the machinists 
to 


injure its property and interfere with 
its business and tmyloyes and im- 
pede the same. !t intends to keep a 
close watch upon every person 
con- 


nected wit'h the strike and upon all 
proceedings, and will spare no means

City boards of '.'!'< Hon all reiribtra- 


tion cities, and their secretaries, arc 
abolished. 
So are the county boards 


in Franklin, Hamil'on, Cuyahoga and 
Jj'cas reunites an-l their clerks. Tiic 
boards of deputy state supervisors and 
inspectors supplant UIP city ?nd rnun- 
ty boards in the foro^oin;; four coun- 
ties. !n all other i^istralion cities. 
the city boards arc sunnlantori by the 
county boards of d»piity supervisors. 
Thus the only boards then in effect 
survive are the county boards in all 
(•ounties other than Franklin, Hamil- 
ton, Cuyahoga ar<! Lucas. 


The new boards and the old boards 


that hold over, will, of course, appoint 
Tegistrars, judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, etc., fix places ot reaistratioi ami 
"lection, and generally make all ne- 
cessary provisions and arrangements 
for registration and election throiish- 
out the counties. 


In the four lar£«st citie1?. 2 inem- 


Iiers are first to be anuointed for 
2 


years, and 2 members for * voars. One 
member appointed for ? years and one 
for 4 years, shall be from the political 
party which cast the highest number 
cf votes at the last precedins Novem- 
ber election for governor or secretary 
of state. The other two members shall 


Jin from the party that cast the next 
highest vote. There after, 
biennial 


appointments 
Shall be made 
of

of 4 years. 


When vacancies 
arc to be filled, or 


new apprintmenls made, the appoint- 
ees shall come from the party to which 
the vacancy or oulgonig member be- 
longs; unless there be a third politi-

made from that narly. 


In all other counties. ?• members 


are to be appointed for 2 years. 2 old 
members holding o^er. Thereafter, 
two members shall be appointed each 
year for a term of two years. 
The 


rules as to party, are the same as ap- 
ply to the boards in the tour largest 
comities. 


The boards in the four larger coun- 


ties shall organize within five days 
after 
appointment,- and biennially 


thereafter. They shall, from their own 
number, select a chief 
deputy, who 


shall preside at all meetings, and a 
chief clerk and deputy clerk, outside 
of their own number. The terms are 
two years. The. balloting procedure is 
as follows: 


The balloting shall commence at or 


before 1 o'clock p. m. of the day of 
the convening, and at least one ballot 
shall be taken every twenty minutes 
until such organization is effected, or 
f ve hallos have been cast. The clerk 
shall first be selected by the votes of 
at least three members, and if, after 
five ballots, no person shall be agreed
